GOVHRNOR HOADLEY’S PERSONAL ACTION. 

The militia are being held, at 2:15 a. m., for 
further-orders. The Lancaster company is at 
Logan guarding the jail. The Circleville and 
New Lexington companies have been taken by 
a special train to Lancaster, and all the rest 
of the troops ordered out are being. held here. 
The governor has just left on aspecial train 
for the scene of the trouble to investigate the 
matter for himself, and will then order the 
troops if he thinks necessary. -It will take an 
hour and a half for him to reach the point of 
trouble. 

Governor Hoadly arrived at Logan early 
Sunday momning, He ‘Was met by Sheriff 
McCarthy at the depot. Everything was 
quiet, and after holding a short interview both 
retired, with the understanding that they 
would mett at 10 o’clock, to talk over the sit- 
uation. Sheri McCarthy told the governor he 
expected further trouble, and wanted the men 
on the ground, though he had heard of no 
depredations on Saturday. night further thau 
some shooting and the cutting of: wires: be- 
tween Logan and Longstreth. The 
covernor pressed his questions elosely, and. 
told the sheriff that he had nine companies of 
militia in waiting, but they would not be or- 
dered to move until Monday. In the mean- 
time they would go down amongst the strikers 
and endeavor to held a consultation with the 
leaders. The company at Lancaster has ar- 
rived at Logan and was’placed on duty atthe 
jail... Some one told the gavernor early in the 
evening that the trouble was,in a great degree, 
a political affir,and he conelided notto ordér 
the troops to move till he had investigated the 
matters .personally. 

ALL QUIET IN HOCKING VALLEY. 

Everything is quiet this, Monday, morning, 
There is no authentic report of damage. to 
person or property last night. There was a 
rumor this morning that fifteen men had been 
killed at Buchtel, but it confirmation, 
and there is probably nothing in the report. 
Telegraph. cemmunication is. in good shape 
this morning, and it was learned that there 
was continued firing only last night between 
the strikers and the guards at Sand run and 
Longstreth. It is not learned*that any person 
was injured. 

Governor Hoadly arrived in Logan in a 
special train this morning, and

Governor Headly had a 
consultation with the leading e:tizens of Logan 
this morning, among them being Judge Fries- 
ner, Colonel Seth Welby, the sheriff and 
others. Hesays he has formed no definite 
conclusion as yet from the talks he has -had, 
but will make a cirenitof the mines and try to 
see the leaders on both sides. He will be ac- 
companied by the sheriff, Judge Friesner and 
others. 


A CONFESSION MADRE. 

Frank Woody, who was arrested and jailed 
here for participating in the rioton Saturday 
night, and for shooting William O’Hara, of 
the guards, raade a full confession this morn- 
ing in which he gave the names of five or six 
leaders of the attack of Saturday night. Sher- 
iff McCarty will not make public the names 
of those .-aplicated until the suspected persous 
have been arrested.

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THE STORY OF SATURDAY NIGHT. 

A fuller account of that disturbance says 
that it culminated at half-past one o’cleck 
Sunday morning, by an attack of armed 
etrikers variously estimated at from 75 to 100, 
resulting inthe instant killing of one guard 
and the wounding of two others. It is known 
that a good number of the attacking party 
were shot, but it is impossible to ascertain 
their names. Snake Hollow has been cuard- 
ed by 55 Pinkerton guards, but a few days 
2f£0 they were transferred to other points, and 
their places filled by guards from Logan 
and that neighborhood, twenty-two in num- 
ber, armed with breech-loading shot-guns 
and a brace of revolvers apiece. At the 
time of the attack but nine guards were on 
duty. They gave the alarm and opened fire. 
The rest of the guards rallied and for ten 
minutes a continuous fire was kept up. More 
than one thousand shots were exchanged, and 
the strikers were at last driven back. Wm. 
O’Hara, of Logan, an old veteran of the late 
war, was doing guard duty at the time. The 
strikers, no doubt, knew his position, and he 
was taken by surprise. He was heard to say: 
“For God's sake, gentlemen, have mercy,” 
and was instantly shot dead, more than forty 
buckshot entering his body, literally tearing 
away his shoulders. He was ah industrious 
mean, much esteemed and well known in 
Logan. He leavesa wife. Jacob Lieft, an 
«x-police flicer of Logan, was shot 
through the calf of the leg by 
tockshat, but notdangerously. Adam Bower, 
a German and unmarried, aged about 25 ycars, 
was shot in the head-by buckshot, receiving a 
scalp wound, which is not dangerous. Barney 
Donnelly, Albert Riggs and William Humph- 
rey, track layers, were asleep in a barn just 
outside the picket line. The barn was sur- 
rounded by the strikers and all three papranee 
Dounelly was knocked down and badly beaten, 
but the others escaped. Donnelly said there 
were about 75 in the party, all masked. Some 
had their faces blackened, others had hand- 
kerchiefs tied over their faces and all were 
armed with shotguns, pistols and rifles. He 
says that while he was with them one dropped 
down and fell into the arms of another, 
and was carried off. Ife hinks 
several were tkadly wounded. From 
Donnelley’s statement it appears that a sec- 
ond attack was to be made. He says: 

After being captured I was taken out in the 
road,fa distance of about a quarter of a mile, where 
reiniorcemegits were expected, The man who 
appeared to be the leader, said: ‘‘Boys,it is no use 
to fight. Our reinforcements have failed to 
come.,’’ : 

"The operators say the object ofthe attack 
was to intimidate the new men and run them 
oll.

Three non-union miners went to 
work this morning but threats of violence 
against them are growing more and more open.

The reports 
from all parts of the state show that the crops 
are looking finely, and farmers are doing well. 
It is confidently predicted that the city and 
the state will have a highly prosperous ygar.

THE WHISKY POOL. 

Cixcrnnati, September 1.-—Saturday night 
the last name was secured to an agreement 
which re-establishes the whisky pool. Under 
ihe new agreement, Which went into etlect to- 
day, and which is to be in force for one year, 
the distillers are not permitted to go beyond 
40 per cent of their capacity. Houses not 
running may sell their capacity to the pool at 
stipulated prices. No member ts parmitted 
to buv another member’s capacity. The run- 
ning capacity of the pool has been scaled 
down from 50,000 to 37,000 bushels. The elec-

This fear has. béen realized, 
and in Seuth Carolina, Georgia, Alabama and 
Mississippi the joss from shedding and rust has 
been serious, causing a decline In conditions. 

West of Mississippi the continued drought 
in Texas has further injured the crop of 
that state. bringing its condition down 
quite low, while Louisiana and Arkausas 
also now need rain, though the damage has not 

roved very serious. These two iatter states, with 
Tennessee, rank highest. I 
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Qur meteorological ta- 
bie shows a lower range of thermometer than last 
vear, butrising tO excessive figures inst week. 
be yainfall has fallen below the small figures of 
last season. The growth of the plant has, on the 
whole, been pretty good over most of the belt ex.- 
cepting Teves, of course; and the friitace flr, but 
this bas been offset by shedding. The piant is stil! 
backward from two to three weeks, and the crop 
thereiore ex posed to vicissitudes frem eariy or 
even average frost. The worms have doue scarcely 
any damage.

fering from drouthin Yazoo county, injuring the 
cotton on the sandy lands. In southern Mississippi 
the crop is slightly betterthan last year, and in 
the ¢asierp portion of thestate the acreage is 
about the same, andthe yield unchanged. Boll 
worms reported in fseveral counties, but there is 
not much fear of their doingany damage. 

North Carolina reportsa drouth, decreasingjthe 
prospective yield. Cotton is two weeks late, and 
much smaller than last year. No worms reported. 
Picking begins generally on the 15th. Wheat and 
corh croplarger and generally better thay last 
year. 

' South Caroma repdrts the present condition 
better than last year, but much injured from 
rust, whieh may cut short the yield. 

Texas—Condition generally unfavorable. The 
drouth of two months has injured the crop, par- 
ticularly in the central portion. of the state, and 
cutitehort from one-fith to one-third. Rain 
now would not materially improve the condition. 
In eastern Texas, around Jefferson, the crop is 
better, and a larger yield expected than last year. 
tust is reported” in several localities. The 
graincropis not much injured by the drouth, 
having generally matured before it came.

DRY GOODS AND OTHER TRADE PROSPECTS. 

New York, September 1.—Interviews with 
leading wholesale merehants in the dry goods, 
fancy goods, hardware, clothing and leather 
and findings trades yesterday yield a very en- 
couraging outlook tor the fall trade. The prosa- 
pects of the usual trade for the last quarter of 
the year are very much more promising than 
at the same time in the last presidential year, 
although orders are from three to four weeks 
later than the general rule, owing to overpro- 
duction in the past and the conservatism of 
business men west and south. Money is plon- 
tiful, but buyers evince a desire to economise 
in every way possible, taking no chances on 
novelties and ordering mostly staple goods. 

A SAVINGS BANK’S MISFORTUNE. 

Newcastie, Ohio, September 1.—Wallace’s 
savings bank closed its doors Saturday and 
suspended payment. Sometime ago the bank 
was in trouble, and it was thought would be 
compelled to suspend, but at a meeting of the 
principal depositors it was decided to give Mr, 
Wallace a chance to recover by accepting his 
notes for the amounts due them, payable in 
three years, one-third at the expiration of each 
year. Sinee, that ting, he has been doing a 
general banking business, and was thought to 
be all right. The failure last week of the 
bank at Jamestown, Dakota, in which his son 
Robert was largely interested, had a tgs oan 
to break the faith of the public in the ban 
here. Saturday the National bank of Lau-’ 
rens county filed a judgment note for $10,000 
against Wallace, and as 
as this transaction became known 
a rush began and the bank closed. The exact 
condition of Wallace’s affairs is not known, 
but itis thought his liablilities will reach 
$100,000, with no assets worth mentioning. 
He had disposed of nearly all his property at 
the time of the other trouble.

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THE TRADE DEMONSTRATION. 


A Great Turnout of Workingmen in New 
York. 

New YORK, September 1.—Before nine o'clock 
this morning both sides of Broadway, from the 
city hall to Fourteenth street, Union square and 
Fifth avenue, from Seventeenth to- Twenty-fifth 
street, were thronged with a dense mass of men, 
women and children, who had assembled to wit- 
ness the labor parade, Before that hour bodies of 
men, preceded by bands of music, were marched 
from all quarters of the city to the vicinity 
of Canal.and Elm streets,where the procession was 
toform. Atl0 o'clock the order to march was 
given and typographical union number 6, which 
was given the right of the line, wheeled into 
Centre street and marched down towards the 
park. Following them the building trade union, 
commanded by Marshal. John J. Kenny, of the 
bricklayers union moved. They were followed by 
fully 20,000 men. It had been anticipated that 
20,000 men wouldform in line and this number 
fully reached, not ex- 
ceeded. The day was bright and clear aid both 
those who paraded and ,thousands of spectators 
were dressed in holiday attire, each body of men 
in procession wore some distinctive badge, Cap, 
apron, or other symbol of their trade to give it 
upiform appearance. At Union Square it was re- 
viewed by Patrick Edward, Henry George, Alex- 
andria Jones,- John Swinton, Louis F, Post, P. J. 
McGuire, Dr, A. Donar, Dr, Stubling, Victor 
Drury and others.

CHINA OFFERS A REWARD FOR 
FRENCH HEADS, 


France Declares Her Policy in Regard to China— 
Negotiations to be Reopened by France, the 
Rejeetion of Which by China Will Bring 
ou War—The Czar in Warsaw. 


Lonpon, September. 1.—Prime Minister Fer- 
ry, replying to a note sent him by Earl Gran- 
ville, the British foreign secretrry, since the 
bombardment of Foo Chow, renewed his assu- 
rance that France desires to limit her opera- 
tions in the east to those of her fleet. 
ported that M. Ferry has instructed M. Pate- 
notre, the French minister to China, to re- 
sume negotiations at Pekin, pending theresult 
of which Admiral Courbet’s situation will-re- 
main at the anchorage of Isle of Matson. 
Should M. Patenotre fail to obtain the resump- 
tion of negotigtions, Admiral Courbet is/Teft 
with absolute/ freedom to act as he considers 
the circumst@nces warrant. In the latter case 
itis expectdd that Admiral Courbet will at- 
tack Canton, The consular body at Shanghai

The Cholera Reports. 

ROME, September 1.—A veritable panic prevails 
among the populace in some of the districts af- 
fiicted with cholera. In many instances the 
physicians, in attempting to minister to cholera 
patients, have been maltreated and in some cases 
wounded with knives. The persons makin 
these assaults belieye that the Goctors are engage 
in poisoning the people, 

His holiness, the pope, has issued an encyclical 
letter, in which he enjoins upon the faithful that 
prayers should be offered against cholera, and also 
tor the freedom of the holy see and the prosperity 
of the church. 3 

An outbreak of typhusfever has occurred among 
the troops engaged in the grand maneuvers in 
Anstphaiia, 

The cholera has appeared in Alicanti, Spain. Two 
suspicious deaths have occurred in a family which 
recentiy came from Algiers. 

PARIS, September 1.—At Marseilies during the 
six hours ending at nine o'clock to-night, nine 
persons had died from cholera. The disease is in. 
creasing in virulence at Naples.

Lonpox, September 1.—Mr. Timothy Harring- 
ton, M. P., for West Meeth, has written a letter 
stating that Patrick Joyce and Patrick Casey made 
a deposition while ih prison, asserting :the inno- 
cence Of Myles Joyce, Who was hanged for the 
Manstraasna murder. This deposition was never 
pyblished. Harrington says that he will submit 
the matter to parliament. 


Northbroek’s Mission to Egypt. 

LONDON, September 1.—The British government 
has asked the earl of Northbrook, high commis- 
sioner to Egypt, not to extend his mission beyond 
the end of October. His first report as high com- 
miseioner is intended to be in readiness for pre- 
sentation to parliament during the winter session. 
All discussions with the powers in relation to 
Fyyptian affairs will be suspended in interim.

A son of the deceased says he can identify the 
manjwho threw the glassand his description tallies 
with that of Behan’s.

Boston, September 1.—At Nontasket beach this 
afternoon the five year old daughter of Thomas 
Regan, of Boston, wandered upon the track of the 
Nontasket beach railroad in front ofa rapidly ap- 
proaching train. The father of the child and its 
srandmother, seeing the child’s danger, rushed 
rom the oppoaite sides of the track to its rescue, 
when all three were struck by the train. The 
child was instantly killed. Regan’s leit leg was 
badly crushedand he sustained serious internal 
injuries, and the grandmother received a bad 
scalp wound and severe bodily injuries.

THE CLOCK STRUCK TWELVE. 


A Strange and Curious Coincidencein Death 
of an Old Citizen, 
From the Gainesville, Ga., Eagle. 

In the death of Mr. Andrew J. Smith, on 
last Sunday morning, who lived about two 
miles from this city, we are presented with one 
of the strangest coincidents we have ever 
chronicled. : 

This family is the possessor of an old time 
clock, made entirely of wood, and is between 
three and four feet in height, and that had 
“kept the time, with its soft and muffled 
chime,’’for twenty-five years, up to about six 
years ego, when it ‘stopped, short, never to 
go again,’ and no amount of fixing or coax- 
ing could ever induce its silent pendulum to 
measure again the metres of time.

Complaints have ireguently 
that the right vl appeal to

falling the commiission itself. It has been claimed 
that the decisions of the commission were auto- 
cratic and that the great interests of the railroad 
Compruicsof the siate were placed by the law in 
ibe bunds oi an irrespepsible tribunal. We 
hardiy think it necessary to call your excellency’s 
attention tothe erreneousness of such a claim. 
£0 dar as the commMissiOuers themseives are con- 
cermmed, as far back as May, 1881, in a report, then 
submitted by Lhe governor of 
“he state, they took occasion to call 
attention to this subject. They then felt, as they 
élili ieel, that the want of the right of direct ap- 
peal irom their decisions greatly increased their 
responsibility. Acting upon this conviction they 
have been ever careiui to so regulate their con- 
cuct in all cases as w do no injustice either to the 
TawPOAdS Or } Lhe pudlic. 

We would pot be ungerstood, however, as_in- 
tending to admit that the right to have the deci- 
Si0ns ci the ¢ommission reviewed by the courts 
does not exist under the law. Any decision mutie 

iV this COM MIssion, which does injustice to any 
party, may be reviewed by the courts. 

To show more partacularly aud at large what our 
Views are, We Would respectiully invite your ex- 
ccHency's attention to tue following extract from 
our last mentioned report: 

(The commissioners here give a full report of 
Suggestions Made in other reports on this subject. ] 

Ai the summer session of thé legislature of 1881, 
a bill was introduced into the house of represea- 
iatives having ior its object the settlement of this 
question. This bili, we would remark, was not 
submitted to the commissiouers before its intro- 
duction, nor were they cousulted in reference to 
lis provisions. The committee to whom the bill 
was referred, requested the commissioners to pre- 
sent {heir VIEWS as to Lhe propriety ot recommend 
ing the bill for passage in -respense to this re- 
quest We subnitied the following changesin the

Perrens iam fiar with the practice of our courts 
knew bow easily cases may be continued from 
term. to term, and how frequently such continu- 
ances result 1 gross fujustice. La the matter under 
COnSGeravion such an evil should be strictly 
guarced against. Impressed with the tm portance 
O} tins, We do not hesitate to recommend that a 
Superscdess of our decisions should not be worked 
by any appeal which may be given. The reasona- 
sCHess Of Chis View is sufficiently: pointed out in 
the extracts which we bavesubmitted,. Wedo not 
think that great injustice would result from a 
shert delay in ime enforcement, of the 
CCM missioners rulings. Under the law 
#5 it how stands We are required to publish fora 
certain peried any schedule of rates adepted by 
the commision, and pending suck pudlication 
euch schedule is net of force. The period required 
for such publication wouid. in most instances, be 
sulicient to enable the party complaining to have 
his cause adjpudieated by the courts. With proper 
iegal provisions for prompt action and speedy 
hearing before the court, we see ne teason why 
the right of appeal sheuld not. be 
complaining parties, whether rai -individual 
citizens or Communities might be aHowed to en- 
sb <a valued constitutional privilege. while 

pa interest *would not y suffer 
er But we desire to upon your exce 
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shall not Me into operation shert of thirty (59) 
days after their ad pron. Experienee has shown 
to us the wisdom of this practice. This period of 
time we think sufficient to secure to appealing 
parties their rights in the courts. ; 
Wewould therefore respectiully suggest that 
any amendment of the law giving the rigat of ap- 
veal from the decision of the commission should 
© £0 guarded as not to allow a suspension 
of the action of the commission fora period long- 
er than thirty days. We donot venture to sug 
gest all the special provisions which would neces- 
sarily enter into legislation on this subject. We 
deem it sufficient that we should very eleariy in- 
dicate to your excellency our opinion as to the 
propriety gf giving the right of appeal to the 
courts, and the necessity of incorporating into 
the law provisions guarding the 
public egainst the eyils which might 
possibly result from any attempt to abuse the 
privilege. 

The commissioners have had under considera- 
tion the propriety of recommending other changes 
in the law establishing the commission. We bez 
to reserve these recommendations, however, for 
ouranpnuel report, which will be submitted to 
your Syenileney prior tothe next meeting of the 
general assembly of the state.

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JUST TWENTY YEARS AGO. 
This is a notable anniversary. 
* Just twenty years ago to-day Atlanta lay 
atthe mercy of the sword and the torch. 


What escaped the one was destined to be 


licked up by the other. 

On the 2d of September, 1864, the gate 
city slipped from the nerveless embrace of 
her exhausted defenders. and fellinto the 
rude clutches of a ruthless despoiler. 

Twenty yearsago! It was just such an 
autumnal morn as we greet to-day. The 
city, dismantled and half deserted, awaited 
her fate, likesome pallid, panting. victim 
filled with a shuddering consciousness of her 
doom. Between two flags, and under neither; 
deprived even of the selfish protection of 
anenemy, whatcould result but anarchy. 
For a while all waschaos, But events moved 
that disastrous day with the rapidity of light- 
ning. The sulphurous canopy which had 
hung over the city during the long and weary 
wit. ofthe siege gradually drifted away. 

he sullen echoes of a thousand cannon 
grew fainter. An awful stillness brooded 
over the scene. : 

Then came the dreadful awakening. Just 
as the last ngering strains of Dixie melted 
away over the southern hills, the air was 
filled with the throbbing blare of Yankee 
Doodle. Again the city pulsed and thrilled 
with feverish life. The crimson tide of con- 
quest rolled through her gates. The streets 
resounded with the clash and clangor of 
steel, and the very earth quaked under the 
thundering tread of Sherman’s bannered 
host. : 

What followed is a matter ef history to 
many. of our younger readers. But it re- 
mains an awful memory to those who lived 
and suffered here twenty years 
ago. The dead past may hold its 
own. We are not going to dig up old horrors. 
The violence, the red-handed robbery and 
the mad incendiarism of the invaders may 
blacken other pages; we prefer something 
brighter for ours. ‘ 

Then why recall such memories? Only in 
order to contrast the Atlanta of twenty years 
ago with the Atlanta of te-day. After seeing 
the worn and shattered city, whirling around 
in the very vortex of war, and plunged into 
a baptism of fire, it is a glorious sight to look 
upon the proud and queenly metropo- 
lis of to-day. The ancients told a pretty 
story of the phenix rising from its ashes. 
It is a marvelous tale, but the story of this 
pheenix of cities lays it in the shade, 
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THE RAILROAD COMMISSIONERS’ RE- 
PORT. 

The railroad commission made to the goy- 
ernor yesterday areportas required by the 
law,creating the board, covering their action 
from last report and including their orders 
from circular No. 41 tocireular No. 46. They 
merely quote the orders referred to, and 
make little commenton them. It will be 
seen that the commissioners haye made few 
changes in rates since their last report. 

The bulk of the report is taken up in sug- 
gestions about certain amendments to the 
Jaw, and the commissioners intimate in the 
conclusion of their report that they will 
suggest other amendments to the law in their 
annual report which will besubmitted to the 
governor prior tothe next meeting of the 
general assembly of the state, November 
next. 

We print in another column the recom- 
mendations made by the commissioners as to 
the present law. 

Two points of complaint are made by the 
railroads to the present law, and we think 
the defects they claim to exist ought to be 
remedied by the legislature. 

They claim (1) that the railroads ought to 
haye notice before their rates are changed 
by the board, and (2) that there cought 
to be the right of appeal from the 
decision of the board to the courts -by 
either party dissatisfied. 

As to the first point we deem it due to any 
one who has any rightsto defend that he 
have jroper notice before the state inter- 
poses to correct a wrong complained of. It 
is granted to every class of citizens, and when 
the smallest quantity of property is involved 
they have the right under our law. to make 
their showing, and the railroads ought not to 
be made an exception to thislaw. We be- 
lieve the commissioners are in fayor of the 
fullest notice, and that there will be no ob- 
jection if it can be shown that the law is de- 
fective on that point. Astothe second: It 
appears from reading the present report that 
the commissioners haye been in fayor of 
making an amendment to the present law on 
the subject of aypeals. They cite from for- 
mer reports. They have put the question be- 
yond all doubt in this report, and while they 
do not go into detail as to how the law shall 
be amended, they clearly state that it will 
not render the commission more ineffi- 
cient if the law is properly amended on this 
It will go a great way towards re- 
moving strong objections heretofore argued 
by railroad: men to the commission for the 
legislature to give them the (right of appeal. 
Besides it is right, and whatever is 
right ought to be the law. We ad- 
mit that we have heard frequently 
railroad men say that they have been met 
with the reply, when offering their bonds for 
sale on railroad property in this state, that 
there was no trouble to négotiate the bonds 
on account of money and the nature of the 
investment, but that the men in charge of the 
road had no right to manage their own af- 
fairs; that the railroad commission had full 
control over the roads, and there was no ap- 
peal from their decision. Now, while this is 
putting the case yery strong—stronger than 
the status of the law, we think, will authorize 
—yet we think that there ought to be an 
amendment giving an appeal, so that no 
good ground of complaint can exist. 

The commissionioners have acted as we 
always thought they would; they make an 
honest suggestion to have certain defects in 
the law amended so as to make it more efli- 
cient, and we hope that the managers of rail- 
roads who have been trying to have the law 
repealed will meet the suggestion in the same 
spirit, and let both labor together to perfect 
the law, and make it what it ought to be—a 
safegard to the railroads and a protection to 
the people. 

While Tur Constitvtion has been from the. 
beginning an earnest advocate of the commis- 
sion, and will continue to be, because we 
think the law is proper and just, we will do 
all we can to make it more effi¢ient, and we 
have no desire to pander to a. prejudice that 
may exist against railroads that would force 
a commission on them to do as great a wrong 


| as the one proposed to be remedied.

may have made mistakes; but no board could 
have met the intricate questions submitted te 
them by the legislature when this law was 
passed with more firmness and better judg- 
ment. The improved condition of the rail- 
roads, the present feeling of the people who 
use the railroads, and the improvements in 
our towns and villages along the line of the 
railroads, all go to show that the law wasa 
wise one, and only needs such modifications, 
as will almost be admitted by both sides, to 
make it one of the best laws on our statute 
books. The time will come when the railroad 
managers in this state will be as strongly in 
favor of the commission as the people are. 
They are finding out now that the law can be 
used for their protection,as well as to prevent 
unjust discriminations. They are just as 
much entitied to proper protection under the 
law as any “property in the state. If the 
present law does not give it to them, let the 
legislature amend it so that there can be no 
doubt about it—and let there be an honest, 
square effort to so amend the law as to make 
it more efficient and just, and the time is not 
far distant when everybody in .the state will 
be satisfied with the saw.

Of the public schools under the local laws there 
are 239, with 875 teachers and 20,495 pupils. The 
average monthly cost of tuition 99}, cents; average 
school term 84 months. Of the 239 schools 118 are 
ungraded, 111 graded, and 10 high schools. They 
cover eight cities and towns, Richmond, Chatham, 
Bibb and Glynn counties, and the cities of Atlanta. 
Columbus, Americus and West Point. The total 
fund is $175,648; the cost runs: Atlanta, $54,950: 
Chatham county, $41,748: Richmond county, $35,- 
000;. Bibb county, $31,438; Columbus, $13,005:

The state public schools number 6,240, with 
250,363 pupils, of which 160,433 are white and 97,930 
are colored.

in the miners’ camp are quiet. 
When the § sheriff and his deputies 
arrived at the scene, the camp was almost de- 
serted, only four or five men being present.

At Coal Centre, Pa., the sheriff did not eal] 
at the miners’ camp, consequently thestrikers 
are stillon the ground, and as determined as 
ever. K eei’s mines were not visited to-day, 
aud the officers on guard had a quiet time. A 
cell was made at the Empire works, but the 
non-unionists, after a peaceful consultation, 
declined to eome out. The event to-day was 
the arrival at Courtney of a number of Hun- 
garians for the purpose of going to work at the 
Garfield mines. No Hungarians have hereto- 
fore been employed in the district, and their 
advent at this time is regarded with concern. 
A camp will be established at Courtney to- 
morrow to prevent them from going . to work. 
The operators say that if the strike continues 
much longer, Hungarians will be introduced 
in all the mines. 

WHAT GOVERNOR HOADLY SAYS. 

Governor Hoadly and others, who have been 
makingan inspection of the mining situation in 
Hocking valley; to-day, returned to this city to- 
night. The governor says the situation is ‘per- 
plexing and of a threatening character. He 
thinks with the men in their present temper that 
it will be some time before the struggle 
is OVer Unless the proprietors should determine to 
make some concessions. He made a personal visit 
to the mines with the hope that the situation 
would prove to be such that there would be no 
necessity for sending  trovups. in this, 
bowever he was disappointed. At 
five o'clock this evening he honored 
the requisitien of the sheriff for troops, and sent 
three companies to the most critical points, being 
Longstreth, Suake Hollow and Sand Run. On the 
way to Columbus the governor hada request for 
two more companies at Longstreth, two at Murray, 
City, and to guard the property of the 
Hocking Valley roads and its bridge in 
the valley. He, however, refused to send 
more troops to-pight, but ordered several com- 
penies to be in readiness to go to-morrow alter- 
noon, should they be needed. At the two latter 
jaces hamed, they feared an attack to-night. 
Vhen the governor left Logan for the trfp 
to the mines he telegraphed to all points 
that he wished to consult with the leading 
miners, and at some of the places, on the arrival 
of the trains, there were as many as 500 idle min- 
ers who had gathered to hear what he had to say. 
At Nelsonville there were between 600 and 700 men 
present, Witt carriages and a band, to escort the 
governor to the public square for 
the Sag, > of having him make 
a speech. hey had appointed a cdmumittee ear- 
lier in the day to ask a number of questwac-asto 
what the governor proposed, vt php 
quite interesting. It was at this/ point “hg

well pleased at this move, as they 
supposed the governor would not make such an 
order uniess he was forced todoso. In reply to 
the demand of the sheriff for men he expressly 
stipulated that they shall be used only for the pur- 
pose of protecting life and property.

CEUSHED TO DEATH. 


A Negro Man Falls Between Two Cars N ear 
the Foundry Street Crossing, 

Aaron Ma xev, & Negro whose 
was at 459 West Mitchell street, was 
by a portion of a freight train yesterday mor- 
ning at the Foundry street crossing, and a0) 
bediy injured that he died within a short time 
alter the accident happened. 

Maxey had beem in the government ser- 
vice, and was recently made guager for 
Cohen’s distillery near the Chattahoochee 
river. He was in the habit of visiting his 
familf us often as he could without 
negiecting his duties at the dis- 
tiliery, and would ‘usually let these 
visit extend over night. Sunday night he 
was in the city, and early yesterday morning 
left his home tocateh an early freight train 
for the river. The train’s time for departure 
was five o'clock, and just about that time 
Maxey J ent hed the State road shops. As he 
came up the train was beginning to pull out, 
and Maxey tried to jump on the front end ot! 
the cab. The train was near the Foundry 
street crossing, and Was moving at about four 
miles an hour when the unfortunate man ap- 
proached it. He grabbed the guard around 
the platiorm, and with confidence in his abil- 
ity to jump safely upon the step, made the 
fatal ieap. One foot reached the bottom.step 

but while pulling him 
hold broke and 
pped * front of the car. As 
» realizéd his great danger and made 
cveiy Probst efiort to esca pe and succeeded 
in throwing his dJiody outside the track. The 
wheels of the cab passed over both legs crush- 
ing them into atoms. His body was rolled 
aiong the ground some distance, and was ter- 
ribly seratehed and bruised as was also his 
head and face. The accident was witnessed 
by several persons,who ran to the injured man 
and removed him to Winship’s ftoundry. A 
carriage was qnickly obtained and he was re- 
moved to his home,where Drs. Gray and Parks 
visited him. The wounds on his head and 
body were found to be slight, buta glance at 
his simbs showed that death would proba bly 
ensue. The rightleg waa crushed to and 
above the Knees, and the bone and fiesh were 
ground so fine that it was almost’ impossible 
to believe that the mass had 
once been alimb. The entire calf.had been 
torn away from the left leg-and the bone had 
been broken in a half dozen places. Maxey 
was quite low when the physictans reached 
him and they declined to undertake an ampu- 
tation, hoping that he would revive, but about 
eight o'clock death ensued and the 
tion was prevented.

For several weeks the registration books for 
Fulton county have been open. The privilege 
to record their names does not appear to be 
readily appreciated by the local sovereigns,or, 
it may be that most of them are 
not aware of the existence of the new 
registration law. It is time that they were 
waking up to the situation as the books wil’ 
close on the 20th of this month. It is neve:s- 
sary for them to register before they can vote 
for members of the legislature, governor, stetc 
officers, president and congressman. Two 
offices for registration are open in Atlanta. 
One at the courthouse is in charge 
of Mr. W. H. Turner.
